Immediately after the birth the 
news was conveyed to Their Maj- 
esties, the Emperor and Empress, 
and to the Prince Regent. Then 
the public announcement was 
made by the Household Depart- 
ment. 

The sword that ts formally giv- 
en to the newest member of the 
royal family was made by Sadak- 
atsu Getzan, Japan's leading 
| sword-maker, from whom it was 
| ordered several months ago. The 
child, during its lifetime keeps the 
sword as an heirloom. On the 
seventh day following the birth 
another ceremony, that of naming 
the child, will be held, and on the 
fiftieth day, the imperial grand- 
child (by proxy) will pay ite first 
tridutes to the spirits of its im- 
perial ancestors. All these cere- 
monies will be held in accordance 
with the Imperial Court Act, and 
the ancient traditions of the Ja. 
anese. 

On the day the grandchild is 
named, a grand imperial fete will 
be held in the Homei Hall (state 
room) of the imperial palace, 
when more than 2000 government 
officials, members of the diplomat- 
ic cOrps and other prominent per- 
sonages will be present to con 
Fratulate the imperial family.

Mrs, Roberson is superintendent 
of the Robert B. Green Memorial 
Hospital tf San Antonio. The two 
escaped men bear scars inflicted by 
bullets from a .25-caliber pistol 
fired by Mrs. Roberson that er 
Sunday night in 1923, when her 
husband and Allison were slain in 
a little hotel at Seminole, Tex., an 
insolated West Texas town. Rober- 
son end Allison were inspectors for 
the Southwestern Cattle Raisers’ 
Association and were shot to death 
in the lobby of the little hotel. 
- Mra. Roberson, who had accom- 
panied her husband to Seminole, 
was upstairs undressing for bed 
when she heard shots in the lobby. 
She rushed down the steps with the 
small caliber pistol In her hands 
and as Good and Ross departed 
through the front door she fired 
two shots. One hit Ross's delt 
buckle and was deflected, inflicting 
a flesh wound in his abdomen, and 
the other penetrated one of Good's 
hands. The men got into a walt- 
ing automobile and drove rapidly 
away. Roses wound bled profuse- 
ly, however, and fearing the wound 
was serious, they stopped out on 
the plains and telephoned back to 
the Sheriff that they would give 
up. When they returned to town 
Ross's first request was for med- 
‘cal attention.

NEW EXPERIMENT TO 
DESTROY MOSQUITO 


ish Columbia none creates more 
interest in certain districts than 
Mr. aha Mra. Mosquito. Untor- 
tunately some billions of the fam- 
tly reside in British Columbia 

ently. How to murder the 
whole gang is a constantly in- 
creasing problem. 

The recent opening by Str Ron- 
ald Ross, the great authority on 
tropical diseases of the new Brit- 
ish Mosquito Control Institute, on 
Hayling Island, Hampshire, has 
shed light on a remarkably effeo- 
tive campaign carried on in En- 

4 against the mosquito and all 
works. 

For some time past there have 
been carried on in the island re- 
searches and experiments that 
may go far toward stemming the 
mosquito plague not only in this 
country, but in those tropical re- 
gions wh it is. an unremitting 
menace to human health and life. 

Five years . a Hayling Island 
resident, Dr. J. F. Marshall, now 
director of the institute, deter- 
mined to combat a serious plague 
of mosquitoes that occurred in the 
locality. The insects breed in 
stagnant poole and ditches, and 
Dr. Marshall found that the best 
time for dealing with them was 
in the larva stage-—-that is, before 
they took to the as fully 


insects. 

ith the help of a small army 
of residents, among them a num- 
ber of school children, Dr. Marsh- 
all caused to be deposited on the 
surface of poole and ditches a film 
of ofl, which prevented the larva 
from rising for air. In this way 
the plague was stamped oyt, and 
today a mosquito is seldom seen 
in the district, 

At that time it was concluded 
that the film of oll brought about 
suffocation of the insects by ex- 
eludt the air. Recently, how- 
ever, it has been found that what 
happens is that the ofl destroys a 
certain fatty substance that nor- 
mally prevents water from enter- 
ing the larva’s breathing organa, 
so that the insect is actually

Following this, Col. Gorgas of 
the United States Army Medical 
Service went to the Panama Can- 
al Zone with orders to combat the 
mosquite plague that was ravag- 
ing the country for many miles 
around, and resulting in the death 
of hundreds of people and almost 
complete paralysis of the work on 
the canal. 

Col. Gorgas’s men sprayed with 
paraffin oll every pool and every 
damp spot they could fhd, until

Another kind of mosqufto, hap- 
pily rare in this country, ts that 
which carries the germ of yellow 
fever, one of the most terrible of 
all diseases. The possibility that 
the ferm was carried by this par- 
ticular species was first suspected 
nearly 100 years ago. 

At the beginning of the present 
century, during the occupation of 
Cuba by two American foroes, the 
belief was verified as a result of 
a test to which a number of 
nurses and medical students he- 
roically subjected themselves. 
They undertook to spend twenty 
nights in a room full of bedding, 
clothing and other articles that 
had been used by patients who had 
died of the fever, the volunteers 
not only handling, but actually 
wearing and sleeping in the in- 
fected materials.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Na- 
tional action to protect bande of 
migratory children found by the 
United States Children’s Bureau to 
have wandered, in some cases, 
across the entire continent, ts 
asked by Grace Abbott, chief of 
the children’s bureau, in her an- 
nual report made public today. 

Mies Abbott states that from 
time to time the bureau is asked 
to assist in tracing persons who 
travel from State to State with 
bands of children, collecting 
money for their support. 

“One such group.“ Miss Abbott 
says, “ranging in age from 4 to 
15 years, has been reported with- 
in the last two years as having 
been in Alabama, Kentucky, Missis- 
sippi, Ohio, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia. Another group which came 
to the attention of the bureau last 
year started from the State of 
Washington, spent their Winter in 
the South and the Spring in New 
Jersey and New York, and when 
last seen were going to New En- 
giand.

now yielding about 2000 barrels 
per day, which is a big output, 
compared with other new produc- 
ers in that area. Some of the lead- 
ing operators have predicted that 
the Los Cerritos wells would ex- 
ceed their expectations if they 
should average 900 to 600 barreis 
initial production, while some of 
the operators, who are drilling 
there express the belief that the 
district will not fall far short of 
the old Signal Hill field in ulti- 
mate output. 

In the Ventur-aavenue field at 
Ventura the development work is 
proceeding in a more orderly man- 
ner, because most of the land 
has been leased from one group of 
land-holders, which is firm in its 
determination that the work shall 
proceed in a manner justified by 
economic conditicns. Most of the 
eases are held in large tracts— 
from 160 to 4000 acres. There are 
only two pieces of land under de- 
velopment which are broken into 
chunks embracing less than fifty 
acres.

At this season there 
should be a few weeks’ employ- 
ment almost anywhere, as house- 
wives are buying more from the 
grocers and from the small resi- 
dence shops. 

She might find employment in 
the receiving departments of some 
of the big department stores 
where price tickets are marked 
and fastened to the products. She 
might find work as a bookkeeper 
among the produce commission 
houses, among the smaller stores 
in the wholesale district.

has set aside 25,000 acres of land 


im Oklahoma for park purposes, 
according to word rece by Cora’ 
B. Young, his sister, a school- 
teacher here. 

The land will be administered by 
the Clara Barton Sequayah Foun- 
dation, with headquarters at Gore, 
Okla. It will serve as a perma- 
nent memorial to the man whe 
spent the last years of his life 
in helping the Cherokee Indians 
of Oklahoma. 

Dr. Young died on September 
12, last. In tribute to his memory, 
he was buried on a hilltop over- 
Woking the Illinois River in East- 
ern Oklahoma by his Cherokee 
Indian friends with Indian rites. 

The three years of Dr. 
Young’s life were spent in the 
study of the Cherokee Irdians at 
Oklahoma and in alding them. In 
his will he bequeathed the bulk of 
his large oil holdings in California 
to the Clara Barton Sequoyah 
Foundation for use in the educa- 
tion 4 advancement of the In- 
dians. Dr. Young wsa also a close 
friend of Clara 8 who estab- 
lished the American Red Cross 
and devoted her life to the allevia- 
tion of suffering. She was also 
the head of the National First 
Aid Society, with headquarters at 
Arlington, Mass. 

Shortly ster Dr. Young's death, 
a memortal oak was planted in the 
garden of the a@mociation as a 
tribute to Dr. Young. The tree 
stands near another memorial oak 
planted in tribute to the Red Cross 
founder.

The destiny of Gloria Swanson is 
apparently divided between mani- 
testing itself in a spectacular blaze, 
more or less glorious, or in a 
whirlwind of slapstick comedy, | 
more or less mirthful.

PROGRESS ROUTS PIONEERS SALVATION 


Civic Center Plan Dooms Smoke Shop Where F our 
Habe Toiled Nearly Half a Century |

Another of the city’s old business landmarks has heard the stern 
“Move on!“ 

The tobacco store and cigar-making shop on First street, owned 
by H. E. Martens and G. L. Flower, Is to be razed to make room for the 
Civie Center. Martens and Flower and their agsistants, Joseph H. 
Figge and Theodore Wilke, all have beeg in the place for more than 


forty years. 

Back in the rearing eighties, 
when Southern California was just 
growing out of its romper days, the 
four men driven by the same im- 
pulse of adventure, found their 
journey’s end in Los Angeles. They 
were strangers to one another, 
three having come from cities in 
the Middle West and the fourth 
having taken the trail across the 
continent from New Tork. 

Chance and circumstance con- 
spired to bring them together. 
Their quest for work led them to 
the old A. H. Zech Cigar Company 
shop on First street, just west of 
Main, at that time the leading 
cigar-making shop in the rough 
and ready community even then 
giving signs of the great days to 
come. 


FOUR AT IT 

There they remained. A few 
days ago a reporter in search of 
the vanished color and life of the 
Los Angeles of former days found 
them busy at the tasks which they 
began about forty years ago. Even 
the work table installed in the 
shop when it came into existence 
some forty-five years ago was un 
changed. It was scarred and bat- 
tered and showed the traces of 
time, but it was the same table 
and about it sat the same four 
men. 

The shop, too, was unchanged. 
True, the great plate-glass win- 
dow through which cOuntiess num- 
bers of children, now grown to 
comfortable middle age, were wont 
to stare at the busy workers in- 
side, was painted over. The show- 
case in the cigar store operated in 
conjunction with the shop has 
moved to another position, but 
the shop itself, redolent with age 
and the odor tobacco, is un- 
changed. Memories of greater 
days, when the shop and store 
served as the gathering-place for 
politicians, financiers, builders, plo- 
neers and hard-bitten men of the 
desert and range, still cling to it. 


RECALIS OLD DAYS 

The shop and store are now 
owned jointly by Martens and 
Flower. Martend has been there 
for some fo years, his partner 
for forty-one. Figge and Wilke are 
their assistants. The former has 
been in the shop forty-three years; 
the latter, forty-one. 

In a reminiscent mood, Mr. Mar- 
tens discussed the old days. 

1 guess this is the swan song.” 
he remarked. “The building is 
to be torn down to make place for 
the new City Hall. But when we 
came here this building was one of 
the most important in the city. 


The residential district began at 
about Third and Spring streets 
and below us was the Dbusiness 
district. 

“Tom Rowan, later yor of 
Los Angeles, ran a bake in the 
corner store of the old Natick 
House, across the way. A short 


distance from us was the city’s 
first saloon. The Natick House at 
that time drew the elite of the city 
and the saloon was the scene of 
many a historic gathering. The 
Bryson Building was the largest 
in the city at the time. 

“They all used to find their way 
here at One time or another. 
We'd have bankers, city officials, 
surveyors, government men, 
ranchers and bad men dy the 
score. Fred Eaton, one of the 
city’s earliest engineers, Was a 
steady customer, William Work- 
man, Mayor of Los Angeles and 
father of Boyle Workman, was 
also here much of the time. Then 
there was Franklin Fields, Free- 
man G. Teed, Mayor Snyder, Wal- 
ter Moore, Joe Lynch, Frank 
Coulter and many others. 

“But I guess the old times have 
passed on. Those days had it on 
the present age in one respect. 
They were not nearly so wild or 
woolly. A crime was a relatively 
rare occurrence.”

CREW FOUGHT WAY 
THROUGH SWAMPS

A terrible struggle in a small 
boat amid high, sweeping waves; 
a grim journey across crocodile- 
infested swamps and adventures 
with savages, were the experiences 
of the gallant crew of the whaler 
Normann W138 tons.) who have 
reached their home here. 

The whaler was making for 
Durban when a wild storm broke 
The vessel was swamped in the 
heavy seas, which quenched the 
furnaces as she drifted closer and 
closer to the shore of Saint Lucia 


Bay, which is about 150 miles 
northeast of Durban. 

The crew of nine took their 
courage in thelr hands and 
launched their lifeboat. After 
desperate struggle, which lasted 


fifteen hours, with Incessant bail- 
ing. the sailors beached their boat 
safely in this desolate part of 
Zululand. Lest and exhausted. 
they fell in with a party of na- 
tives, who fortunately responded 
to friendly advances. 

The only route to Durban and 
home lay across the widespread 
swamps, the playground of hosts 
of crocodiles. Facing enormous 
risks, and guided only by a few 
savages, they crossed the swamp, 
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
